She helped write the 
article in order to “set straight 
the recor@” on Mrs Nixon's 
bebavior during the few months 
that preceded the president's res- 
ignation and return to Cali-

Tnawareness Cited 

The impression left in Carl 
Bernstein and Bob Woodward's

Kissinger Warns Sea Parley 
Of Unilateral Action by U.S. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. Aus. 
15 (WP).—US. Secretary of State 
Henry Eissinger warned the Law 
of the Sea Conference that unless 
it reaches compromises accept- 
able to Washington on three key 
issues “within a reasonably short 
period of -time,” the United 
States may act alone to grant 
U.S, companies secure access to 
deep-sea riches.

The fact that President Ford and former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan are panting into the 
homestretch, each making the gestures he 
hopes will gain the inch or two, the delegate 
or so, that will enable him to win by a nose, 
is what gives the present drama to the Re- 

publican convention opening in Kansas City 
today. Yet there are other. more durable 
reasons for the significance or that meeting. 

For one thing, the closeness of the Repub- 
lican race, as opposed to the calm certainty 
that accompanied former Gov. James Carter 
to New York, to be crowned by the Demo- 
crats for bis primary victory. has its own 
part to play in the history of U.S. politics. 
Men have goue to conventions before this, 
sure of being nominated. But almost always 
they were presidents seeking 2 second term, 
with all the power in terms of public ac- 
eeptance and administrative manipulation 
that implied. 

That this condition has been reversed in 
1976 stems in part from the fact that 
Mr. Carter was able to use the primary sys- 
tem to knock off his opponents on the way 
te the convention, and in part to Mr. Ford's 
unique position as an appointed President 
who owed his appointment to the discred- 
tied Richard Nixon. There are other factors 
of relative charisma in the long pre-conven- 
tion exposure which played their parts in 
New York, and now will do so in Kansas 
City. More important was the ideciogical 
swing to the right which has been so power- 
ful in the United States as it celebrated the 
200th anniversary of a revolution. 

US. politics, under the two-party system, 
usually embraces slements of both left and 


right within both major parties. The dif- 
ferences are usually relative, rather than 
absolute: If a conservative Goldwater or a 
liberal McGovern dominates his own party, 
the wings flee to the opposition. That is 


why Mr. Carter named Sen. Waiter Mondale’ 


as vice-presidential candidate; why Mr. Rea- 
gan jumped the gun and named Sen. Rich- 
ard Schweiker as his running mate. 
The differences between the Carter choice 
and that of Mr. Reagan are that the osten- 
sible Ideological differences are far greater 
in the latter case, and also that the Repub- 
licans in convention assembling are more 


coherently conservative than the Democrats. . 


That President Ford has been essentially 
conservative, and that bis conservatism has 
seen a substantial recovery: of the ecohomy. 
are two facts that should win him applause 
in Kansas City. That Mr. Reagan has won 
80 much support by being even more con- 
servative shows a party trend and 8 national 
trend 

The Democrats seem to want a more 
activist president—but about the only spe- 
cific difference between the Carter policies 
and the Ford practices would seem to be 
direct federal aid for the unemployed. Yet, 
with the present tendencies within the Ke- 
publicans—so many Of them seem to be 


looking back to Coolidge, rather than to ™ 
Hoover. for their approach to national af-. 


fairs—they could very easily lose their liberal 
contingent to the Democrats, even as the 
latter could lose their Wallaceites to the 
Republicans. So the Republican candidates, 
and their party, go down to the wire in 
Kansas City, and the right lane of the course 


is painfully erowded. 


A Start in Portugal 


Gen. Antonio de Spinola had every right 
to return to Portugal to face his accusers 
in court and elsewhere; bat his arrival in 
Lisbon at this time only adds to the heavy 
burdens of a fledgling minority government 
—Portngal's first freely elected one in half 
a century—just as it takes its tentative first 
steps. | 

The presence of the former provisional 
president is divisive in a society already 
dangerously polarized. It infuridtes the 
Communists and their allies, who’ charge 
Spinola with a long Ust of offenses, in- 
eluding involvement in an abortive eoup of 


March, 1975. And it will embolden further 


a reviving rightist movement, faithful to 
the memory of Portugal’s long-time strong- 
man, Antonio de Oliveira Salazar. ᾿ 

In the long run, Premier Mario Soares is 
probably right in helleving 10 is healthier 
to allow potential opponents of the new 
democratic government to come home than 
to have them plotting abroad. In any event, 
Soares understands that the survival of 
democracy m Portugal depends far less on 
the activities of Spinola than on the gov- 
ernment’s success In reviving and modern- 
izing Western Harope’s most backward econ- 
omy. = 

With tacit approval of Parhament (no 
vote was taken) of his Soeinlist government's 
recovery program, Soares and his ministers 


must now get down to a staggering task. 
They must curb the worst inflation in Eu- 


rope without adding to an unemployment 


rate already so high as to threaten wide- 
spread unrest. They must revive industries, 
many of which have never been competitive 
but all of which have been hampered by 
erratic policies of provisional governments 
for two years. They must somehow absorb 


600,000 refugees trom Portugal's Jost over- 


seas territories. 

Although other parties in the National 
Assembly eriticized the Soares. program— 
the Communists said it would “open the wiy 
to a capitalist recovery’—none put down a 
no-confidence motion. The democratic 
parties recognized the gravity of Portugal's 
crisis and were ready to give Soares 2 feir 
chance.

Gantiago Carillo, leader of the Spanish | 


Communist party. recently compared the 
situation in world Communism to that in 
Christianity at the time of the Protestant 
Reformation. In the past, he argued, he 
and his felow Communists “had our Pope, 
our Vatican” in Moscow: But now he sees 
himself and other dissident Western Euro- 
pean Commaonists as a sort of collective 
Martin Luther demanding radical change. 

The analogy is hardly new, of course, and 


Western observers of Communism have long’ 


considered that creed a “secular religion” in 
which Marx, Engels and Lenin play ideo- 
logical roles corresponding to those of the 
deity in other faiths. What is startling in 
Cariilo’s rhetoric is that he, a Communist 
leader, uses the religious images and com-

-But even Carillo’s heresies pale before 
those ‘of the Japanese Communist party, 
whose rise in electoral and other support 
in. recent. years testifies to the political 
utility of its modernizing and reformist 
trend.

At the party's congress later this summer, 
it dropped advocacy of the “dictatorship of 
the proletariat” as well as removing the term 
“Marxism-Leninism” from the party consti- 
tution. Last March, in a public communi- 
qué, the Japanese and Spanish Communist 
parties agreed that in a future socialist 
society “the state will not be allowed to lay 
down a particular ideology as a state ide- 
ology or the only ‘authorized philosophy," or 
to force the peopie to accept such an ide- 
ology.” The communiqué also backed a piu- 
Yalistic political system in which govern-

Saudi Minister Reporis Plans 
To Cut Foreign Aid Program

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (WE), 
—Saudi Arabian foreign asais- 
tance, ἃ mejor source of funds 
for Arab countries, has reached 
its peak and ts declining, accord- 
ing to Saudi Minister of Planning 
Hisham Nazer. 

The official, who is in Wash- 
ington on a business and vacation 
trip to the United States, said 
that Saudi aid worldwide has 
been running st the rate of $4 
billion a year. He did not say 
what the new aid figure will be, 
but was definite that it will be 
less. 

“To call Saudi Arabia a rich 
country is a mistake, & miscon- 
ception,” Mr. Nazer said in ex- 
planation of the decline he fore- 
east. “Saudi Arabia is depleting 
ΜΒ resources and eating up its 


A greater concern, for Fryden- 
lund, is the issue of disputed off- 
shore boundaries. He and Soviet 
officials have met twice so far 
to try to determine each coun- 
try's territorial rights in the 
Barents Sea but they remain far 
apart. 

“As the negotiations have de- 
veloped,” he said, “we hope for.

Argentine Lai

Foreign Capital 


BUENOS AIRES. Aug. 15 (Reu- 
ters!.—The military government 
has approved a Jaw easing re- 
strictions on foreign investment 
and abolishing limits on the with- 
drawal of capital and profits from 
the comtry by foreign firms 


Under the Peronist administra- 
tion, ousted in a coup in March, 
the flow of foreign capital into 
Argentina was virtually halted by 
laws barring firms from taking 
out more than 15.4 per cent of 
profits on registered capital. 

The new law was proposed by 
Economic Minister Alfredo Mar- 
tmez de Hoz and approved by 
the government Friday night. 

A statement said it would guar- 
antee foreign capital “the same 
rights and obligations accorded 
ta local capital.” Foreign inves- 
tors Will be able to remit profits 
and repatriate capital without 
restrictions, “providing the coun- 
try has no difficulties in meeting 
external payments,” it said.

Mr. Mik! took over as Premier 
when Mr. Tanaka was forced to 
resign in 1974 over questions 
about his private financial deal- 
ings.

Western Allies 
Charge Berlin 


Access Violation 


BONN, Aug. 15 (\UPI—The 
three Western powers and West 
Germany yesterday expressed 
concern over East, German hbor- 
der guards’ denying West Ger- 
mans access te transit routes 
Unking Berlin with the West. 

The Communists on Friday 
turned back 13 buses headed for 
ἃ West Berlin rally protesting 
the erection of the Communist 
wall on Aug. 13, 1961.

UN Bureaucracy Begins to Feel Uneasy !

ENEVA iAPD)).—In this 

compact Swiss city of 336.000 
thousands of United Nations civil 
servants have lived comfortably 
in an atmosphere of admiration 
and security. 


Now all that seems to be 
changing—much to their distress. 
Officials here are being beset 
br a crescendo of autside criti- 
cicm and self-doubt about wheth- 
er the UN is overstaffed. overpaid 
πη overpoliticized. 


“A very critical look is required 
at the whole UN srstem.” declar- 
ed Francis Dale. the blunt and 
bearded U.S. ambassador to the 
UN offices and to “all other in- 
ternational organizations in Ge- 
neva,” a catchall acereditation 
that reflects the difficulty of 
counting. much less listing. them 
all. 


Three decades after the UN 
was formed at the end af World 
War ΤΙ. a eritienl serutiny of its 
structure and performance is naw 
getting under way. In the United 
States, the Senate Goverament 
Operations Committee is prepar- 
ing for hearings next spring and 
Mr. Dale will soon arrive in 
Washington to lead the State 
Department’s own study. [nves- 
tigators from the congressional 
watchdog unit. the General Ac- 
counting Office. have been ex- 
ploring Geneva's labyrinth. and 
governments of martiv other in- 
dustrial and even Third World 
nations have begun to reassess 
UN activities, 


Weather, Copsrights 


Whatever the outcome of this 
YWeappraisal Geneva is the place 
where th- UN's current malaise 
15. most evident. While New York 
houses the politically prominent 
General Assembly and Security 
Council, Geneva is the workshop 
for those who oversee the UN'S 
many “technical” functions, 
Among these are watching world 
weather. regulating radio fre. 
quencies. protecting copyrights 
and Tefugees, coordinating disas~ 
ter relief ang studying East-West 
economics.

Lately, serioys questions have 
been raised about the dedication 
of the civil servants staffing this 
vast bureaucracy. Too often, 
eritics sey. self-interest and po- 
litical posturing overshadow their 
ostensible mandate of problem- 
solving through international 
cooperation. Sparking such criti- 
cism has been the unprecedented 
Strike last spring of UN clerical 
workers here, the U.S. threat to 
drop out of the ILO on the 
grounds that it is biased against 
the West, a United Press Inter- 
national story about a UN mes- 
senger who nets $413 a week and 
the growing roster of UN affiliate 
organizations. 

All these developments raise the 
central issue of whether the UN 
has grown unwieldy; whether 
there are just too many high- 
paid staff members, studies, con- 
ferences and overlapping jurisdic- 
tions to perform effectively. Ar- 
guments rage among insiders, but 
even here, there's ἃ surprising 
amount. of agreement that re- 
structing is needed to prevent 
the whole complex from collaps- 
ing for lack of popular support. 

The profusion of overlapping 
agencies makes for an abundance 
of meetings. Not counting the 
protracted Strategic Arms Limita~ 
tion Talks, which are covered by 
another U.S. mission, “there are 
5,000 sessions of 412 conferences 
or meetings that we must cover 
in a year,” Mr. Dale says, At- 
tending and preparing to speak 
at them occupies the 76 U.S. 
diplomats in his mission, a5 well 
as 1,500 officials who visit from 
Washington each year. 


And the trend is up. The UN 
staged “7,000 different meetings 
last year, up from 4.000 five years 
ago.” calculates Robert Vieux. 
Geneva's gehial protocol chief. 
who says he limits himself .to 
about 500 of the thousands of 
associated socig] events yearly. 

Some UN meetings here are as 
splashy as the ILO's recent em- 
ployment conference, which drew 
1,450 officials from 123 countries 
for three weeks. Others are as 
obscure a5 ἃ recent Budget and 
Finance Committee agenda item:

Relaxed Diplomacy 


The atmosphere in Geneva is 
conducive to a relaxed brand of 
diplomacy. Although it is not the 
capital of Switzerland, 1t contains 
“more ambassadors per square 
mile than anywhere else in the 
world.” Mr. Vieux bogsts, This 
bas the positive effect, another 
observer says, of deflating ambas- 
sadors’ egos, making compromise 
More likely. Some find Geneva's 
tradition of humanitarianism 
heipful. And the natural reserve 
of the native Genevan also means 
that dignitaries can circulate 
freely without attracting the 
crowds they would elsewhere. 

Some wonder, then, whether 
Geneva is not 3 trifle too perfect 
a setting for serious grappling 
with the world’s problems. “This 
is a never-never land” in which 
none of the standard socio-eco~ 
nomic problems are evident. a 
young UN man observed.

Rumors of Meany’s Retirement 


Who Will Lead After ‘Mr. Labor”? 


By AH. Raskin 


YORK (NYT) Except 
for a brief interruption early 
on. this country’s labor movement 
has known only three top leaders 
in the 90 years since formation 
οἵ the old American Federation 
of Labor. Two of the federation 
chiefs, Samuel Gompers and Wil- 
liam Green, died ripe in years, 
still clinging to their scepters. 

Until recently, almost everrone 
fm labor's upper echelon operated 
under the expectation that this 
“ὮΙ death do us part” pattern 
would hold for their lineal hetr, 
the seemingly indestructible 
George Meany, who will mark his 
814 birthday Thursday. For the 
first time, however, the prospect 
is now being taken seriously that 
Mr. Meany will step down 
voluntarily as president of the 
merged American Federation of 
Uabor and Congress of Industrial 
Organizations when his present 
two-year term ends in October of 
next year. 

‘The altered view does not stem 
Yrom any weakening of the iron 
grip on the merged group held by 
the ex-plumber from the Bronx 
ever since he played the dominant 
role ὅτι ending labor's two decades 
ef civil war in 1955, three years 
after taking command of the 
APL. Nor is it the product of any 


slowing of his swift mind or even 
swifter wit. 

Mr. Meany is currently in a 
Washington hospita! for the sec- 
ond time in a month but both 
visits involved tests in efforts to 
Shake off 8 lingering chest con- 
gestion. His basic constitution re- 
mains 85 rugged as ever and he 
gave fresh proof of his mental 
agility three weeks ago by the 
dexterity with which he modified 
his own game plan on labor en- 
dorsement of Jimmy Carter to 
forestall one-upmanship by ἃ 
“progressive” coalition made up of 
five AFL-CIO unions and three 
independents. 


Delay Planned

tacit acknowledgement that Mr. 
Carter, if elected, is prepared to

Ι Aansss CITY (NYT)—The 
uncommitted delegates here 
ate going ta get very little guid- 
ance from the historians, for 
while there has been a factional 
struggle between moderates and 
conservatives in most Republican 
presidential conventions since 
1940, none has been precisely like 
this year's tussle between Presi- 
dent Ford and former Gay Ron- 
ald Reagan of California. 

The differences this time are 
fairly obyiaus, While no presiding 
president in this century has heen 
denied his party's nomination if 
he really fought for it. Gerald 
Ford has never been elected pres- 
jdent or vice-president, 

This is something new in U.S. 
presidential history and makes 
more reasonable Mr, Reagan's 
challenge. But it does not remote 
the widely accepted political rue 
that denying the nomination to a 


president weakens the partr in . 


power and threatens its defcat. 

Only four times in the history 
of the Republic has a president 
sought and lost his party's presi- 
dential nomination and on three 
of the four occasions the success- 
ful challenger consequently lost 
the election. 

In 1852. President Milard Fill- 
more. 8 Whic, was defeated for 
the nomination by Winfield Scott. 
who in turn fost the election ta 
Franklin Pierce. 2 Democrat of 
New Hampshire. 


Pierce Defeated 


In 1856. President Pierce waa 
defeated for the Democratic nom- 
ination by James Buchanan of 
Pennsylvania. who defeated Johu 
Fremont for the presidency. This 
was the ouly case in which # 
candidate not only prevailed over 
Nis own president for the nomina- 
tion but went on to win. 

In 1865. President Andrew 
‘Tohnson lost the nomination to 
Horatio Seymour. whe was then 
defeated in the election by 
Uivases 5. Grant. 

In 1384. President Chester A, 
Arthur, a Republican. lost bis 
party’s nomination to James 
Blaine, who was then defeated

Coody Leads PGA 


ΒΥ Twoas Nicklaus 
Is Tied for Second 


BETHESDA, μά, Ang. 18 (UPL. 
—Charlie Coody finished off a 
rain-interrupted 67 with a five- 
foot birdie putt on the 18th green 
this morning to take a two-stroke 
lead into the final round of the 
Professional’ Golfers Association 
championship, 

Coody, winless since capturing 
the 1971 Masters title, had a 
%4-hole total of 207, 3 under par. 

Jack Nicklaus and Dr. Gil Mor- 
gan, who had heen the leader 
when a thunderstorm halted the 
third round. yesterday evening 
with 18 players stfll on the course, 
shared second place at 1-under 209. 

The fourth round of the last 
of the year's four major profes- 
sional golf championships was 
scheduled to be completed this: 
afternoon but a thunderstorm 
forced a postponement until to- 
morrow. 

‘When play was stopped yester- 
day. Morgan was three under par 
with seven holes to go in the 
third round and Coody two under 
with five to play. 

Playing through early morning 
fog today, Coody parred four 
straight holes and. then birdied 
the treacherous 485-yard. par-4 
18th, Morgan bogeyed the 17th 
and 18th holes to fall out of the 
Jead for the first time since the 
first round.

All Females 
To Get Tests 
In U.S. Open 


NEW YORK. Aug. 15 (AP).— 
All competitors entered in the 
women’s division of the U.S. 
Open tennis championships will 
be required to undergo sex deter- 
Toination tests, the U.S. Tennis 
Association said yesterday. 


The new action stems from 2” 
-bid by Renee Richards to com- 


pete as ἃ woman in the Open 
which gets under way at Forest 
Hills, ΝΥ, Sept. 1. Before a sex 
change, Renee Richards was Dr. 
Richard Raskind, an ophthalmolo- 
gist and a leading player in the 
men’s 35-and-okler category. Dr. 
Richards now is 41. 

In ® two-paragraph statement, 
the USTA said that “persons 
competing as women in ‘the U.S. 
Open. tennis championships will 
be required to undergo sex deter- 
Mination tests (sometimes refer- 
Ted to as the chromosome test) 
as used by the Olympics. ᾿ 

“While the USTA is sensitive 
to and respects the “rights of 
individuals to live. as they may 
Choose, it believes that the entry 
into women’s events at the U.S. 
Open, the leading international 
tennis tournament. of persons 
not genetically female would in- 
troduce an element of inequality 
and unfairness into the cham- 
Pionships,’"” the statement said. 

As Dr. Richards, she won a 
women's singles tournament at 
La Jolla, Calif., last month. beat- 
ing the top seed, 20-year-old 
Robin Harris. 

Tournament officials in La 
Jolla did not learn of Dr. Rich- 
ards's sex operation until the 
tourney was completed. 

She has been accepted to_play 
in the women’s division of a 
South Orange, N.J., tournament. 

In a statement released through 
World Tennis Magazine recently, 
Dr. Richards claimed she was 
now recognized as a women “in 
the eyes of the law.” 

Dr. Richards has said she 
would pursue her right to play 
in the women's competition at 
the U.S. Open “in whatever way 
Necessary.”

ΝΕ YORE.—Ronald Reagan 
recently gave Sen. Richard 
Schweiker a whiff of the vice- 
presidency, which is powerful gas 
these days. Under its influence 
the senator. an- 
mounced that the 
Beales had fallen 
from his eyes 
‘and that he was 
now against 
everything he had 
ever stood for. 

Powerful gas. ᾿ 
dohn Connally, . 
who was ob- 
viously miffed 
because Reagan 
hadn't blown 
some his way, rushed to the White 
House, notified all humanity that 
Gerald Ford was the last best 
hope of the species and inhaled 
deeply. Until the moment of 
Schweiker'’s enlightenment, Con- 
nally had been loath to render 
judgment on the relative quali- 
ties of Reagan and Ford, but the 
gas that made Schweiker see the 
light also exposed the truth to 
Connally.
